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There is considerable evidence of the existence of classes in the Chinese 
Comrunist Party (CCP) to be derived from casual conversations with Party 
members, Such versons, in mentioning vorom‘inent Party vergonelitiee, i- 
Limtify such versonalities or exvlain their actions by such vhrases as 

"he is one of the Manchuria groun," or “he served vith the Fast Eiver 
solurn," and so on. The elite grouna are comvozed of individuals who were 
ou the Lone Merch or whe were in Yennan, 


Amone the ren ani file of the CCP, much is mde of the length of membershin 

in the Party. For exarmle, the Rwangtung »rovinci-1 suthorities recently 
deciied te revinee the rayor of Kwangchovna, wo hed vroven hi-sely’ incorme- 
tent, with on intivifdual junior in terms of lensth of Party membershiv, whe 

was an excellent adirinistrator.* Older Party members vrotested against the 
anvointment, -nd it was withdrawn. Older Party members are often onts.olrenly 
scornful cf tae cualities of their Party juniors, even before non-Party versons. 
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
